Please amend claim 1 (which is an annex to the International 
Preliminary Examination Report) as follows. A marked-up version of the claim is 
attached herewith. 

1. (AMENDED) A system [(Fig. 21)] for providing a telephone service in a digital 
subscriber loop environment, comprising: 

a customer interfacing unit [(CPE Unit)] for receiving an analog signal from a 
telephone and converting the analog signal into a digital signal in a first format, the 
first format being an ATM-compatible format; 

a modem [(SDLAM)] residing remotely from the customer interfacing unit for 
receiving the digital signal in a first format; 

a signal digitizer [(2105)] capable of receiving the analog signal from the telephone; 

the system, in a first mode of operation, coupling the digital signal in the first format 
to the modem; and in a second mode of operation, coupling the analog signal from 
the telephone to the digitizer.
